This should be done by an underwriter’s office and 
if so, will be recorded in case of an emergency. The 
gas tank to be removed, and William Ball Agency 
to be notified of the starting date, January 9, 1964. 
Four sets of plans and specifications will be drawn 
up, signed and given to: Dover Building Inspector, 
Chairman of Building Com., Max Leighton, Supt. 
Morin, and Commissioner’s office, Court House, Do- 
ver.”

Another point and suggestion was that any 
room with water should have ceramic tile floor.

They are now using a gravel packed well which 
has 110 gallons a minute and is 45 feet deep. It has 
a pumping capacity of 175 gallons a minute and 
costs approximately $100 a year to maintain it.

STRAFFORD COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
REPORT FOR 1964 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County, N.H. hereby submit the report of 
the County Officials for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1964. 


The year 1964, while one of achievement, was 
also one of problems, some of which were wholly un- 
anticipated and we are referring specifically to the 
water problem. 


The springs, for years the only source of water 
supply for the County Institution, petered out to 
such a low that for a long period of time, water had . 
to be hauled over the road in tank trucks. 


In conjunction with this problem, we wish to 
thank City Manager Donald Chick and the Dover 
Fire and Water Departments for their extended 
assistance. 


This problem is not as yet completely resolved 
and may necessitate the drilling of a new well or 
wells. It is in the act of being taken care of. 


A new dining room was built and put into 
operation. This enabled us to use the old dining room 
areas to establish two new wards to accommodate 
additional patients. 


Our patient load is presently 150 and this finds 
us taxed to capacity. 


The new dining hall accommodates 120 and was 
completed at a cost of $34,756.76. 


As to the State of N.H. ordered pollution pro- 
gram, this was begun June 1, 1964 and completed 
October 2, 1964. This was done by the Green En- 
gineering Associates of Boston, Mass., at a total 
cost of $39,588.86. 


This included: Engineering Fees of $ 3,638.08 
Advertising Fees $ 159.88 
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(low bid) Contractor Cost $35,790.90 
TOTAL $39,588.86 


We now have 150 patients, 69 of whom are 
bedridden. 


There are 5 inmates of the jail and 17 in the 
house of correction, as of December 31, 1964. 


We wish to thank the Chaplains, County Offi- 
cials, the various organizations and the general 
public for their many contributions which have aid- 
ed in making the operation of these institutions a 
success.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND 
TREASURER 


An examination was made of a _ substantial 
number of orders issued by the Commissioners and 
Clerk of the Superior Court during the fiscal years 
of 1962 and 19638, as well as supporting invoices and 
payrolls. The classification of expenditures was not- 
ed. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1963, is indicated in Exhibit P. 


CLERK OF SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk 
of Court of Strafford County were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 
The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
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County Farm were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County 
Treasurer. 


Statements of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1962 and 1963 are 
presented in Exhibits G and Q, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus (Deficit) : 


It is noted that the current financial] condition 
of the County changed as follows during the years 
1961 to 1963. As of December 31, 1961, there was 
a current surplus (excess of total assets over cur- 
rent liabilities) of $76,189.59. In 1962 the current 
surplus decreased to $22,457.89 and the year 1963 
closed with a current deficit (excess of current lia- 
bilities over total assets) of $41,421.70, as shown 
herewith:

Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of 
RSA, Chapter 24, Section 15: 


As indicated by Exhibit C, Comparative State- 
ment of Appropriations and Expenditures, in the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1962, there was a net 
overdraft of appropriations amounting to $3,697.90. 
In other words, expenditures exceeded budgetary 
appropriations by this amount as indicated here- 
with: .

Exhibit M indicates that in the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1963, there was a net overdraft of 
appropriations amounting to $67,141.95, as shown 
herewith:

It may be stated that included in the net over- 
draft of $67,141.95, was an overdraft of $6,413.67 
in the Superior Court account, which would reduce 
the overdraft of appropriations over which the 
County Commissioners exercise control to $60,728- 
28. 


The records indicate that at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee held on December 5, 1968, 
the following action was taken: 


“County Treasurer, Leo Cormier, reported to 
the Committee that the actual funds for the 
County were low and that the Committee with 
the Commissioners be authorized to borrow 
$35,000 to meet the County’s obligations. 

Motion: by Leighton, seconded by Adams that 
the Treasurer be authorized to borrow $35,000 
on a temporary note in anticipation of taxes 
and not to borrow before December 20.”’ 


It is noted that, according to the records, this 
was the only action taken by the Executive 
Committee in reference to the matter of author- 
izing expenditures in excess of budgetary 
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appropriations. Therefore, it may be stated that 
while the actual overdraft of budgetary ap- 
propriations amounted to $60,728.28, the re- 
quest for authorization to borrow funds with 
which to meet the County’s obligations was for 
the sum of $35,000.00. This still left a balance 
of $25,728.28 of excess expenditures not author- 
ized by the Executive Commnttee. 


When an emergency arises whereby it be- 
comes necessary for the County Commissioners to 
make expenditures in excess of budgetary approp- 
riations, the procedure, as set forth in Chapter 24, 
Section 15, of the R.S.A., as amended by Chapter 
142 of the Laws of 1961, should be explicitly fol- 
lowed. This section provides as follows: 


“24:15. Exceeding Appropriations. No county 
commissioner shall pay, or agree to pay, or in- 
cur any liability for the payment of, any sum 
of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any ap- 
propriation so made except for the payment of 
judgments rendered against the county. In the 
case of an emergency, however, county commis- 
sioners may apply to the executive committee, 
which, after a public hearing, may grant to the 
county commissioners authority in writing to 
make such emergency payment. Unless other- 
wise ordered by the county convention under 
the provisions of section 14, whenever it ap- 
pears that the amount appropriated for a speci- 
fic jurpose will not be used in whole or in part 
for such purpose, the county commissioners 
may use such sum to augment other appropria- 
tions, if necessary, provided the total payments 
for all purposes do not exceed the total sum of 
appropriations in any year made by the county 
convention.” 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
184 of the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a 
summary of its findings and recommendations (let- 
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ter of transmittal) should be published in the next 
annual report of the County. This letter of transmit- 
tal should be included in its entirety but the publica- 
tions of exhibits are optional.

There is much hope that plans for 1965 will 
solve the problem. 


The new Lagoon, installed during the summer, 
is working well; contributing our part in cleaning 
up the Cocheco river. 


The new Dining Room which is in operation 
and a success, has made more space available, also 
allowing for a new men’s ward and a new women’s 
ward. 


At the end of 1964, we were operating on full 
basis, with the Boarders and Residents receiving the 
usual best of care possible. 


The cattle herd was again increased and the 
milk sales increased over 1963. Meat and pork as 
usual were supplied at the home. 


Although it was a poor hay year, enough hay 
and silage was obtained to take us through the. 
winter. 


There was no potato production due to lack 
of cooperation, at a time when the water problem 
was starting to be in evidence. 


Although the budget given was exceeded, the 
revenue was increased. 


The Spiritual needs of all were well taken care 
of by the Clergy of both Faiths — Father Eduoard 
Duval—Father Authier, and Reverend Donald Ma- 
comber. Father Duval’s transfer to Manchester was 
accepted with deep regret as he had endeared him-: 
self to all at the Home. 
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New projects are already planned for 1965 and 
we hope that the plans will be completed to make 
for a successful year.

AGRICULTURAL AGENTS’ DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 
1964, the agricultural agent: 


. made 352 visits to farmers 
. . received 205 office callers 
. completed 868 telephone calls 
. . prepared 34 news articles 
. distributed 4716 bulletins on 
educational subjects 
- . held 98 educational meetings attend- 
ed by 2481 persons 


The agricultural agent is designated manager 
of the Extension Service Office. In addition, he is 
responsible for the agricultural program in poultry, 
forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural engin- 
eering, farm management, and marketing. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works 
with governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Con- 
servation Serivce with information on crops and 
fertilizers and serves as secretary of the Soil Con- 
servation District. The agent is an ex-officio member 
of the Agricultural Stabilization Conservation Ser- 
vice County Committee. Recommendations and ap- 
provals are made on seeding, fertilizing, and lim- 
ing practices, based on soil test results. 


The agent serves in an advisory capacity on 
the Farm and Home Loan Administration Board, 
which makes loans to farm people. 


The Selective Service System calls on the 
agent for advice pertaining to agricultural prob- 
lems, and for draft deferment ‘‘yardsticks’’. 


During the growing season, the agent reports 
local weather and crop conditions to the New Eng- 
land Office of the Agricultural Statistician.

The agent serves as executive secretary of the 
Strafford County RAD Committee. 


Assistance is given the Department of Interior 
in the control of predatory animals and rodents. 


During the past few years, more help is being 
requested by urban people for lawns, home gardens, 
ornamentals and household pests. 


The information given above outlines the 
agent’s main duties. A detailed anunal report is 
available for examination at the Extension Service 
Office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service 
is the Advisory Council, which is made up of thir- 
teen members. Each line of work; namely, agricul- 
ture, forestry, home economics, and 4-H has three 
members on the council, with the last member being 
appointed by the representatives of the County Del- 
egation. Meetings are held at least four times a 
year, with the finance committee of five members 
meeting each month for the disbursement of funds.

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REPORT OF THE EXTENSION 
HOME ECONOMIST 


Cooperative Extension programs have been car- 
ried out for thirty organized Extension groups, nine 
workshop groups and twenty-two special interest 
groups. 

The home economist has been assisted during 
1964 by a part-time economist from the University 
of New Hampshire, Mrs. Alice Ayer. With the assis- 
tance of local leaders, as well as members of the 
state Extension staff at the University of New 
Hampshire, the following has been accomplished in 
home economics education: 


Held 192 educational meetings with 5,716 
adults and 147 youths attending. 


Held 138 training schools with 228 leaders in 
attendance. 


Trained leaders carried out 428 meetings, 
reaching 2,531 people. 


Distributed 7873 educational publications to 
the public. 


A monthly newsletter for homemakers was 
requested by 675. 


A monthly bulletin. CHATS WITH PAR- 
ENTS, was requested by 267. 


Made 345 home and out-of-office visits. 
Received 167 office callers. 

Released 54 news articles to local papers. 
Made and received 2,016 telephone calls. 


Program Emphasis in Home Management 


An effort was made to help families make wise 
use of credit, give them a knowledge of the various 
types and sources of credit and to help them obtain 
a feeling of financial security. 
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Homemakers were helped in planning more 
workable, efficient kitchens to fit their family’s 
needs. They were brought up to date on the latest 
research in kitchen equipment and storage units. 


Efforts this year centered on the re-use of space 
in the home, helping families solve their space prob- 
lems by recognizing unused space and adapting 
space to their changing needs. 

Program Emphasis in Foods and Nutrition 


Nutrition Up-To-Date, Up To You helped fam- 
ilies differentiate between reliable and unreliable 
sources of nutrition information and, at the same 
time, helped mothers meet the nutritional needs of 
their families. 


The International Relations program, FOODS 
WITH A FRENCH FLAIR, gave homemakers a bet- 
ter understanding of people of other nations of the 
world. 


Lessons were given also in: Improving Teenage 
Nutrition, Preparing Precooked Foods for the Freez- 
er, and Family Food Budgeting. 


Objectives in Human Relations were planned to 
help people gain an understanding of the daily life 
of Soviet families, their problems, family living con- 
ditions and their country’s resources. 


Two Child Guidance Workshops were held with 
emphasis on the child development approach to 
guidance. 


Objectives in the Clothing Program aimed to 
give homemakers a better understanding of fabrics 
and finishes, new cleaning methods and cleaning 
equipment, and to, teach the principles of pattern 
fitting. 


In Home Furnishings many opportunities were 
provided for homemakers to increase their know- 
ledge and skills in home beautification. The pro- 
gram, ARRANGING ACCESSORIES IN THE 
HOME, emphasized the principles of good design. 
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PICTURES ON THE WALL offered them a set of 
design guides to use in selecting and placing pic- 
tures. At the Slipcover Making schools, women 
learned a fool-proof method of slip covering, while 
at the meetings on FINISHING WOOD ACCESSOR- 
IES, they studied the basic principles of refinishing 
and, at the same time, learned how to turn out 
accessories of good design. 


Programs have been held in morketing, rural 
civil defense, entomology, horticulture, and public 
affairs. 


A special effort has been made to devote as 
much time as possible with the problems of low in- 
come families assisting in Food Budgeting, Meal 
Planning, Nutrition, Personal Relations, Money Man- 
agement, Child Guidance, Use of Surplus Foods, 
Weight Control, and Teenage Guidance.

REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK 


The changes in staff during 1964 have not de- 
creased the quality of club work or hampered the 
efficiency of the agents in our county this year. 
In spite of several changes, our educational pro- 
gram seems to be growing. 


A summer assistant, Miss Deanna Perkins, sub- 
stituted for Mrs. Wyman from June to September. 
Because of the untiring efforts of this summer asgsis- 
tant, new clubs were formed this fall and an inter- 
est in vegetable judging and demonstration was 
aroused. 


Mr. Johnson Platt, county club agent, resigned 
his position September 8, and assumed his new du- 
ties in Connecticut on September 18, 1964. Since that 
time, Miss Rosemarie Rowell, graduate student in 
Agricultural Education at the University of New 
Hampshire, has taken a very active part-time posi- 
tion, working with Mrs. Wyman. The 4-H Club staff 
will continue in this manner until July 1, 1965, when 
a new full-time agent will take the position of coun- 
ty Club agent. 


The summary of educational 4-H Club work 
for the year 1964 is as follows: 


1232 farm, home, firm, etc., visits made 
185 office callers received 
1710 telephone calls completed 
44 newspaper articles prepared 
80 television and radio programs produced 
185 educational training meetings held 
3931 educational publications distributed 
7990 persons attended the educational train- 
ing meetings 
510 meetings were held by local leaders 
9690 persons attend meetings held by local 
leaders 


In 1964 Strafford County enrolled 117 volunteer 
4-H Club leaders, 61 teenage junior leaders, 601 
members of 4-H Clubs, and 28 different 4-H Clubs. 
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Of these 601 members, 189 were boys; 412, girls. 
Their total project enrollment was 2004. 


Strafford County had several State winners in 
1964. Eight members attended the National 4-H 
Club Congress at Chicago and one of these became 
the top National winner for Dog Care and Training. 
Five county Dress Revue winners attended the State 
Dress Revue. 


A Strafford County winner of the State Poultry 
Foods Contest attended NEPPCO at Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, and won a Blue Award there. 


Another State winner from Strafford County 
attended the NJVGA Conference at New Orleans 
and performed a vegetable growing demonstration. 


These accomplishments are possible only 
through our volunteer leaders who have accepted 
training and through the many people who support 
the 4-H program. I am most grateful to each of these 
persons for helping us Make the Best Better.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 


There are approximately 2,286 woodland own- 
ers in the county and the county forestry program is 
aimed at assisting these small woodland owners in 
solving their forestry problems. The county forester 
also gives assistance to wood-using industries in the 
county in locating, processing, and marketing wood 
products. 


The county forester offers advice on tree plant- 
ing, improvement of forests by removal of weed 
trees through mechanical and new chemical meth- 
ods, pruning of trees for quality lumber, correct 
timber harvesting methods, correct morketing pro- 
cedures, location of permanent wood roads, fire 
ponds and other forest conservation methods. 


Woodland owners desiring woodland assistance 
should contact the Cooperative Extension Service, 
Federal Building, 62 South Main Street, Rochester. 


Last year, the county forester worked in Straf- 
ford County full time with the following accomplish- 
ments for the fiscal year 1964: 


1. There were 90,000 trees planted where prior 
site suitability was determined. 


2. Desirable young softwoods were released by 
removing weed trees on 723 acres. 


38. There were 184 woodland owners who carried 
out good forestry practices on their woodlands 
in 1964. 


4, An estimated 2,042,000 board feet of timber 
was havested according to cutting practices. 


5. Data was prepared for Rural Areas Develop- 
ment committees to use in determining forest 
assets and their uses in the area. 


6. There were good relationships among the tim- 
ber operators, consultant foresters, state and 
Federal organizations promoting forestry in 
the county. 
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7. There was an increased interest among the 
youth in forestry, especially 4-H groups.
